of the country as is urged upon us? 


W ho ai*e the beneficiaries of this be­ 


trayal of our people?” 


The Pennsylvania senator said that 
if tile people of the United States de­ 
sired what he termed a real league 
of nations to prevent war and “ not 
merely 
build a coalition to further 
trade, or preserve and expand terri­ 
torial possessions,” it might be secur­ 
ed through the formation of an inter­ 
national organization of ail nations of 
the world. 


Senator Knox said the constitution 
of such a coalition should primarily 
declare war on 
international crime 
amt stipulate that any nation engaged 
in it. except in self defense, should be 
punished 
as an 
international crim ­ 
inal.

Two Bird Friends 


I he cardinal, the most numerous of our “ red bird 
residents* and the song sparrow have been very much in 
evidence during the past few weeks, the former almost 


a daily visitor in our dooryards during the entire w h i t e r . 
I he laws of the state protecting song-birds has made 
the caidinal much more at ease about our premises than 
formerly. 
Almost every bright day during the winter his 
cheery 
chirp 
has been heard as he gathers the seeds 
ft oui the shrubbery in the yards and occasional crumbs 
of meat and bread. 


I he cardinals, contrary to the understanding of 
a 
great many people, remain with us all winier, hut when 
tile snow covers the ground they gather together by 
scores and hundreds in the dense 
underbrush 
of 
the 
woods. 
M an’s laws protecting them from harm have not 
been in force long enough to overcome the feeling which 
nature has given to the cardinals that with his brilliant 
scarlet plumage he must not fly about against the white 
background of snow— he is too conspicuous— so 
when 
snow covers the ground the cardinals remain hidden iii 
the underbrush of the woods. 
This winter there has been little need to observe na­ 
ture’s caution and the saucy cardinal has been much in 
evidence, of late weeks indulging in his amazing hursts 
of song. 
The song sparrow too, that modest-garbed and mod­ 
est-living, timid little silver-tongued concert singer among 
the bird family, has trilled forth his morning and evening 
song of spring for many weeks past. 
W hile a winter resident in this section the song spar­ 
row with his coat of somber brown lives among the leaves 
ill the fence corners very quietly until the warm sun en­ 
courages him to sing his cheering song. 
It is amazing that such small and modest appearing 
little brown birds can roll out such a volume o f song a*- the 
song sparrow pours fhrth at morning and evening when 
he sings to the world his acclaim of joy, the l o w l y f cfi ce 
row home is left and on top of the highest stake in the old 
rail fence or the tallest telephone or telegraph pole the 
concert is given. 
W h ile through all the glorious song the modesty of 
the little song sparrow is in evidence and while there is a 
pathetic note discernible yet the entrancing song is not 
second even to the grand opera of the saucy cardinal. 
This has been a wonderful winter for the birds and 
they arc not backward in expressing their appreciation of 
the blessings they have enjoyed and with their songs of 
encouragement leading the world of feathered folks and 
humanity too in the welcome to the coming spring.

must not “ jump to conclusions.”

Notwithstanding his tremendous service, his acknow­ 
ledged ability and sincerity of purpose many people have 
been not a little surprised— pleasantly surprised — that 
General John J. Pershing has so long escaped abuse by 
some of his rabid fellow-citizens. 
An assault on General Pershing’s ability and integrity 
has been so long postponed that many people had been 
encouraged to hope that America’s great general would 
escape the attacks which have been so liberally made on 
almost every other public servant. 
But those hopes were premature. 
The attack has 
come. A little late, but it has arrived. 
W e hoped that General Pershing might escape but it 
is not to be— the notoriety-seekers are going after him too 
with charges intended to be substantial enough to carry 
the ‘‘charger” into the limelight of publicity.
